the fin^l value, observed or calculated, expressirg the result cf a test or analysis, shall be 
rounded off in accordance with JS 2 : 1960 'Rules for rounding off numerical values ( revised )\ 
The number of significant places retained in the rounded ofif value should be the same as that 
of the specified value in this standard.

3 TERMINOLOGY 

For the purpose of this standard, the definitions 
given in !S 5476 : 1986 shall apply. 

4 GENERAL REQUIREMENTS 

4.1 Sacking 

The bags shall be made from single pieces of 
double warp, 2/1 twill weave jute sacking cloth 



conforming to the requirements laid down in 
iS 3750 : 1966 and the warp running along the 
length of the bags. 

4.2 Seam 

The sides of the bags shall be sewn with over- 
head or herakle stitches on selvedge through 
two layers of sacking, as specified in 
IS 9113 : 1993. The number of stitches per 10 cm 
at the sides shall be between 9 ard IK 

4.3 Safety Stitch 

A line of safety union stitch shall be provided 
at the inner edges of the overhead stitches ( in 
case of herakle stitch safety stitch is not neces- 
sary ). The number of safety union stitches per 
10 cm shall be between 9 and II. 

4.4 Hemming at the Moath 

Provision of IS 9113 : 1993 shall apply. 

4.5 Joined Bag 

Provision of IS 9113 : 1993 shall apply. 

4.6 Freedom from Defects 

The cloth used for the bags should be generally 
free from weaving and sewing defects which 
effect the performance of the bag, such as 
missing picks, holes, cuts, tears, floats, crushed 
selvedges, spots, stains, gap stitches, loose ends 
and frayed ends.

5.1 The bag shall conform to 
specified in Table 1.

The bags shall be packed in bales as prescribed 
in IS 2873 ; 1991 or as specified in an agreement 
between the buyer and the seller.
